Bela L. Pratt Working on Piece T hat Is to Be Commemorative of New Bedford’s 


One-Time Principal Industry—Gift of W. W. Crapo 


Little more than half a century ago 
the town of New Bedf« -d, Mass., was 
at the height of its prosperity as the 
chief seat of American whale fishery. 
That the present generation and future 
generations may be reminded of New 
Bedford’s one-time importance in this 
industry—an industry which it has yet

by no means wholly abandoned—W. W. 
Crapo is to give to the town a com- 
memorative piece of sculpture, the work 
of Bela L. Pratt of Boston. The giit 
will be set up in front of the New Hed- 
ford library next spring and will bear 
the following inscription: “In honor of 
the whalemen whose skill, hardihood and 


daring brought fame to New Bedford | 


and made its name known in every sea- 
port on the globe.”

Heavy soil plowed in the fall and\tive market values and thereby leaves 
treated in the way indicated must not 


be handled as early in the spring as 
ordinary garden loam, especially if of 
the sandy loam order. It contains con- 
siderably more water and the chances 
are that if cultivation is started before 
the excess water has disappeared, much 
of the advantage gained by the processes 
enumerated will be lost because the 
stirring of the soil will puddle the par- 
ticles and make them cling as much as 
before. Such ground should be allowed 
to dry even two or-three days longer 
than the gardener may think necessary. 
Then harrowing or raking may be done. 
At all times such a soil should be kept 
with a loose surface so as to hold as 
much moisture as possible below the 
top inch or two all the time. After 
every rain and at least once in two 
weeks the soil should be stirred with a 
rake so as to break up any possible 
crust at or near the surface.

The dew ponds on the Sussex downs 
are always a mystery to strangers com- 
ing for the first time into the sheep 
country, and they never quite lose their 
miraculous quality, even among the 
shepherds themselves. That in a land 
where there are neither springs nor nat- 
ural pools of water, man should dig hol- 
lows on the summits of the highest hills, 
and then confidently expect nature to 
fill them with water and keep them filled, 
no matter what call is made on their re- 
sources, must appear downright folly to 
one who has never had the practicability 
of the plan illustrated under his very 
eves. Yet the seeming wonder of the dew 
pond has a very simple explanation. 

It is nothing more than a cold spot on 
the earth which continually precipitates 
the moisture from the air passing over it, 
and that cold spot is placed on the hill- 
top, because there it encounters air that 
has not lost vapor through previous con- 
tact with the earth. 

The best dew-pond-makers are the men 
of Wiltshire, as all flockmasters know. 
The pond, having been excavated to the 
right depth and shape, is lined first with 
puddled elay or chalk, then with a thick 
layer of dry straw; finally, upon this 
straw a further substantial coating of 
clay is laid and well beaten down. 

Nothing is needed then but to bring a 
few cartloads of water to start the pond, 
and to set a ring-fence “bout it to keep 
off heavy stock. The action of the straw, 
in its water-proof double-casing, is to 
intercept>the heat radiation of the earth 
at that particular point, so that the pond 
cavity and its contents remain colder 
than the surrounding soil. 

How the dew-pond came to be invented 
has often been the subject of wondering 
speculation. Probably it had its origin

“y. E. Soper Company of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce: The trade in our 
line has continued light for the past 
week. The retailers have sufficient stock 
for the present and there has been noth- 
ing in the markets to encourage going 
long anything. Corn tas been rather 
weak and the 25-cent premium existing 
for old corn over new corn for December 
shipment, seems to many to be too much 
considering the probability of very early 
shipments of new corn, 

It is thought that Ohio will be able to 
make shipments East this month. The 
stocks of old corn, however, both East 
and West are not at all heavy and rainy 
weather along the latter part of the 
month and the first of November, would 
put a very bullish aspect on the market, 
as it would delay the movement of old 
and new corn. 

The premium which has existed for 
transit corn has worn off so that corn in 
transit has sold at a discount under ship- 
ping prices. We antivipate, however, that 
this is only temporary and that within a 
few days we wil, see old corn selling in 
transit at considerable of a premium over 
corn for shipment, 

The trade in oats has been better than 
in anything else. There has been a good 
steady demand for oats both for ship- 
ment and in transit, more especially for 
the better grades. 

Trade in feeds has been dull. Mid- 
dlings have declined about $1 per ton, 
bran about 25 cents, Mixed feed is also 
easier and in light demand. . 

Cottonseed meal has advanced owing 
to the inability of the southeastern 
mills to make 8 per cent ammonia meal 
out of the seed that they are getting. 
This may change, however, during the 
month and we do not anticipate that it 
will sell any higher but lobdk for some 
lower prices. 

Linseed meal holds up particularly 
strong. It seems to us that it is about 
$2 to $4 per ton higher than it will be 
in a month or six weeks from now.

CrosE analysis of business conditions gives 
assurance of indefinite continuance of pres- 
ent prosperity. The large interests whose 
custom it is to look ahead six months or a 
vear are thoroughly satished with the out- 
look. The pessimism prevailing at the begin- 
ning of the year, when it was thought that 
the country was on the eve of a business 
depression, has entirely disappeared. It 1s

They have been com- 
pelled to enter the market for materials to an enormous extent. [t 
is estimated that the railroads of the United States consume 55 to 40 
per cent of the total steel production of the country. This includes 
materials for cars and locomotives, rails and materials for bridges. 
Just at present the demand for equipment is especially heavy, and 
cquipment companies are rushed with orders. Repay shops are busy 
outting disabled cars into shape for service and everything possible 
is being done to prevent a more serious shortage than at present 
exists. All this means greater activity for the steel mills. It 1s cer- 
tain that with the orders on hand, and the prospect of still heavier 
business next year, the steel industry is bound to prosper and expand 
for another twelve months. As the steel industry is considered ‘the 
backbone of business and an accurate barometer of general commerce, 
there is the best of encouragement for believing that industrial activ- 
itv will continue for another year, at least. 

~The goyernment’s final report, issued this week, giving condi- 
tion of the cereal crops, was more favorable than had been expected. 
The indicated spring wheat crop of 330,391,000 bushels 1s a phenoin- 
enal vield and is 140,000,000 bushels more than last year’s. The ind1- 
cated oats crop is 500,000,000 bushels more than last year.

well-known writer and editor, in answer to 
the question put to him, “What shall we do 
with the Acre?” is quoted as saying, “We 
must give the territory immediate autonomy 
because of especial circumstances, principally 
the mmminent foreign interven- 
tion: it is known that the people of Acre have begun negotiations 
with the United States in order to obtain trom them the desired 
recoghition of their autonomy.” 

It is not improbable that this apprehension is germane to thie 
recent talk of American interference with the Peruvian regime on 
the Putumayo. There is no parallel between the two, beyond the 
fact that they are both very rich rubber regions, more or less adjoin- 
ing, the one on a northern affluent, the other on the southern affluents 
of the upper Amazon. There is not the shadow of a doubt of Bra- 
zilian sovereignty on the upper Acre and Purus rivers, the dispute 
with Bolivia having been settled by purchase and other provisions 
embodied in the treaty of Petropolis, notably the recently inaugurated 
Madeira-Mamore railroad, while in the treatment of the aborigines, 
according to credible reports, Brazil stands in the front rank. Out- 
wardly, at least, the recent revolutionary movement in the Acre ter- 
ritory recalls the events of 1899, when a temporary autonomy marked 
the transition from Bolivian to Brazilian sovereignty; but there is a 
peculiar haziness in the Brazilian press reports as to what was back 
of the upheaval of last May, when, under the leadership of one 
Col. Childerico Fernandes and one Victoriano Freire, with a revolu- 
tionary junta, Senna Madureira, the capital, was taken and the fed- 
eral prefect, Colonel Araripe, sent flying down the river. Order 
was restored after a time, and there seems no good ground for sus- 
pecting anything more serious than factional interests and ambitions 
to have caused the upheaval. Brazil as a federal entity is passing 
through an arduous period of test, and nearly everywhere the strug- 
gle between ihe federal authority and the state powers is, covertly or 
openly, going on. 

If the Acreanos really shall take steps to place their case before 
the state department in Washington, the outcome surely will afford 
definite proofs to the Brazilians that Americans entertain nothing but 
good will toward them and wish nothing so much. as the cooperation 
of a strong, united and prosperous Brazil.

it clear that even urban dwellers of great metropolitan regions, who 


have to pay large tuition fees for their childfen’s higher education, 
can still be depended upon to provide students. Moreover there does 
not seem to be any marked diminution in eastern universities of 
matriculation of men reared and trained secondarily-in the: central 
and western states. Thus Columbia University, which had seven- 
ty*two students from the south central states in 1905, had 133 im 
1911; and Yale, that had seventy-eight western students in 1905, had 
130 in 1911. Indeed, a careful and detailed study of the relative 
number of students from the vicinage (as compared with those from 
abroad) found in colleges and universities throughout the, United 
States, shows that the eastern institutions still have superior @fawing 
power. The only university beyond the Hudson with a large propor- 
tion of its enrolment not resident in its region of the country is the 
University of Michigan. 

It would be unfortunate if the time ever came when eastern 
niversities, with traditions and equipment that cannot be duplicated 
by any endowment ‘however large or unhampered with restrictions, 
should cease to have a national constituency. Ongthe other hand, it 
is quite true that today some of the newer universities of the West 
and South offer certain advantages to youth of both sexes that they 
cannot find in the more conservative eastern institutions. Harvard, 
Yale, Columbia and Princeton have yet to make connection with the 
people in: positive, constructive social service, after the fashion of 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Kansas universities. Students who, from 
principle or inclination, wish to make their acquired knowledge ser- 
viceable immediately’ to the masses of men, are likely to ¢hoose the 
more aggressively and serviceably managed western colleges and uni- 
versities.

practical purposes. The appearance of machines that were new and 
novel inthe history of transportation hardly a score of years ago, 
created, we are told, the greatest merriment. When contrasted with 
models of 1912 the “ancient” vehicles seemed laughably crude in 
design and construction. Twenty years, manifestly, had worked 
aanarvelous transformation in the ideas of designers and construc- 
tors. The automobiles of the last decade, in faet, were as far behind 
the times as a line of stage coaches of argonautic days would have 
seemed to the throngs that lined the route of this procession. 

All this gives legitimacy to at least two lines of thought. In 
the first place there is reason for congratulation on general grounds 
that improvement in automobile building has been so rapid and so 
marked. It has been said repeatedly, and we believe with truth, that 
no innovation of modern times has done more than the automobile 
toward developing, in this and other countries, the mechanical taste 
and skill of the people at large. It is unquestionably due to the 
introduction of the automobile that knowledge of machinery and of 
its underlying principles is more widespread today than ever before. 
Aside altogether from such pleasure and instruction as are admittedly 
associated with automobiling, it cannot be gainsaid that the use of 
the machine has played a large part in sharpening wit and stimulat- 
Humanity is more alert than it was before the auto- 


ing genius. 
mobile was invented. 

The other line of thought leads to contemplation of the future. 
Will not the next twenty vears mark changes just as pronounced as 
those of the last in the design and construction of the automobile ? 
Will not tae public of 1932, lined along a route of procession some- 
where, laugh just as heartily at the model of 1912 as did the Chicago 
throng the other day at the model of 1892?
